Alan 
Cranston relaxed over lunch the 
other dry, talked about politics 
in general and California 
politics in particular — reluc-

Republicans have the upper 
hand at this time. 


In the California governor's 


race, Cranston noted that the 
latest polls show Republican 
Gov. Ronald Reagan "out 
front," but hastened to add, "I 
wouldn't write off Jesse Unnih." 


Unruh, the Democrat, is 


former speaker of the California 
Assembly, and considered a 
cinch for the 
Democratic 


nomination. 


Reagan's popularity will 


undoubtedly prove an asset to 
the Republican candidate for the 
U. S. Senate, a position now 
occupied 
by Sen. George 


Murphy. 


Murphy has said he will seek 


re-election, but some party 
insiders say he would step down 
for Robert Finch, secretary of 
the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department and a 
former protege of President 
Nixon. 


"President Nixon would have 


to offer Murphy something 
pretty great to get him to step 
aside," Cranston said. 


"Like an ambassadorship," 


someone else added. 


Polls show that Murphy is 


leading his nearest Democratic 
opponent, Congressman John 
Tunney, but that Finch leads 
Tunney by an even greater 
margin. 


Cranston, 
the 
former 


California comptroller, is in his 
first term and doesn't come up 
for re-election until 1974. He 
defeated 
Max 
Rafferty, 


California's superintendent of 
public instruction, 
after the 


latter had edged out incumbent 
Republican Sen. Thomas Kuchel 
in the primary. 


Cranston said the Democratic 


Party in California is in better 
shape than the national party, 
and the party in many other 
states. 


"There has been some in- 


fighting, but it seems to have 
cooled down now," the senator 
said. "As for the national party, 
I would like to see Larry 
(Lawrence) O'Brien accept the 
chairmanship." 


What are Republican chances 


of capturing control of the 
Senate this year? 


"I'd say they have a good 


chance because the odds favor 
them," Cranston commented. 
"We in the Democratic Party 
can't afford to take anything for 
granted." 


This year 25 Senate seats up 


for re-election are held by the 
Democrats, while the number is 
only 10 for the Republicans. The 
GOP needs a net gain of seven 
seats for control. 


Cranston admitted the Negro 


and Spanish-American vote in 
California 
might 
mean 


"somewhat of a built-in vote 
"for the Democratic candidate 
for the Senate. But he noted that 
Sen. Murphy was not weak in 
that area. 


Tunney is known as a liberal 


and will have to beat out at least 
one contender in the primary 
before he gets the nomination. 
Colleagues say he has not been a 
particularly strong or outspoken 
congressman and that he needs 
recognition, despite being the 
son of the former heavyweight 
boxing champion Gene Tunney.

Antf-Pornography 
Week Is Proposed

WASHINGTON — The rise of 


pornography and the apparent 
failure of government to cope 
with it has prompted California 
Sen. George Murphy to appeal 
directly to the people. 


Murphy, has introduced a 


resolution to set aside a week in 
May to be known as "D For 
Decency Week." Murphy was 
joined as sponsor by Sen. Mark 
Hatfield 
of Oregon. 
The 


designated week would be May 
17-23. 


There are dozens of bills now 


pending in Congress attacking 
various 
aspects 
of 
the 


pornography problem, and a 
number of state legislatures 
have enacted such laws. Still the 
problem seems to grow worse, 
the-lawmakers say. 


Sen. Murphy said he got the 


idea for a "D For Decency Day" 
from a speech by President 
Nixon last May. 


"The ultimate answer lies not 


with government but with the 
people," Nixon declared. "What 
is required is a citizens' crusade 
against the obscene. When in- 
decent books no longer find a 
market, when pornographic 
films can no longer draw an 
audience, when obscene plays 


open to empty houses, then the 
tide will turn." 


Murphy said he hoped his 


resolution, which calls for 
concurrence by the House, 
would launch the "Citizens 
Crusade Against the Obscene" 
of which President Nixon spoke. 
The resolution would authorize 
the president to proclaim such a 
week. 


"During the last several 


years, a veritable flood of

EST, with the dark shadow then 
speeding over Georgia, the 
Carolines, and Virginia before 
heading out only partially over 
regions west of that line with the 
eclipse less in degree and 
earlier in time the greater the 
distance west.

NEW YORK (AP) - Weather 
threatens to draw a frustrating 
curtain over Saturday’s stun­ 
ning spectacle of a total eclipse 
of the life-sustaining sun. 
An early Weather Bureau 
prediction was that cloudiness 
and rain over wide areas would 
hide the view of the moon 
marching across the face of the 
sun. 


The sun will blink out com­ 
pletely for two to three minutes 
along an 85-mile-wide path 
starting in Florida at 1:17 p.m. 
EST, with the dark shadow then 
speeding over Georgia, the 
Carolinas, and Virginia before 
heading out only partially over 
regions west of that line with the 
eclipse less in degree and 
earlier in time the greater the 
distance west.

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No Monopoly On All Truth 


Polarization, which is a handy modern word to describe the 


situation in which various groups about the country are mighty set 
in their opinions and unwilling to listen to any of the others, is 
nothing new; but greater numbers of persons are involved these 
days. And it's not a healthy situation. No one group has a monopoly 
on all truth. 


Further than that, convictions themselves melt away before 


oncoming events. Back before World War II, a group of earnest 
young scholars in England took the Oxford Pledge, pledged that 
they would take no part in any future wars, would never fight for 
King or country. Then came madman Hitler, sending his ruthless 
panzer divisions across Europe and the death-dealing Luftwaffe 
over the cities of Britain. The pledges were forgotten. 


At the University of California this week, young scientists were 


pledging that they would take no part in war-allied research. In the 
light of what more and more persons in this country regard as 
mistaken and hopeless commitment of American men to hardship 
and death in Southeast Asia, those pledges may seem justified. But 
in the light of the Hitler experience, war research may well be 
Justified even if the fighting in Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia is not. 


So it is, too, with political parties and politicians Republican 


Vice President Spiro Agnew is hardly regarded as an exponent of 
civil rights. But there was no uncertainty.no weakness in his 
denunciation of all the anti-desegregation mob that overturned a 
school bus at Lamar High School in South Carolina. Such actions 
will not be tolerated, he declared. And he declared further that this 
administration is determined that black children will get as good 
an education as white children. 


If we think that Democrats are always right and Republicans 


never speak truth, or vice versa, we will make some short-sighted 
decisions. By the same token, even the Eldridge Cleavers and the 
Tom Haydens should be listened to — despite the fact they are not 
very good at listening to anyone else. We would do well to pay some 
attention to Robert Welch, too. Even a Bircher can't always be 
wrong. 


The truth of the matter is, we individually, and the nation as a 


whole will be best served if we remain continually on the alert, if we 
continually review the problems before us in the light of new cir- 
cumstances as they come to light. That, of course, is not easy. But it 
is the price a free people must pay to remain free.

"I am getting 
damn tired of farmers crawling 
into Washington on their hands 
and knees, asking for han- 
douts." 


He neglected to mention that 


he has been down on his knees 
with the rest of them, begging 
for the same handouts he now 
condemns. In the past two 
years, Frick and his family have 
collected a cool half-million 
dollars from Uncle Sam for 
keeping their land idle and in 
other farm subsidies. 


Most reformers would like to 


limit the annual farm payments 
to no more than $20,000 for one 
farmer. But this column's in- 
vestigation shows that Frick, in 
1968, collected $88,684 in various 
cotton and sugar beet subsidies 
on his 2,175-acre Kenmar Farms 
near Arvin, Calif. 


In 1969, he pocketed another 


$77,990. 


Frick has now put his farm 


holdings in trust to avoid con- 
flict-of-interest charges. But 
since he has made clear his 
intention to go back to farming, 
the government greenbacks are 
merely accumulating for him to 
harvest when he returns. 


Prick's family has also taken 


happy advantage of farm 
"welfare programs," originally 
intended for poor farmers, but 
now fattening the incomes 
primarily of rich, farmers. 


This oolunm has found his 


father, brother, uncle and some 
cousins among the wealthy 
farmers who are paid farm 
subsidies 
as 
well. 
The 


payments, which have totaled 
almost $500,000 since 1968, are 
continuing to collect from the 
programs now run by Frick. 


AGNEW'S STYLE 


Vice President Spiro Agnew 


has been flying in grand style 
around the country to launch his 
blunderbuss 
attacks 
upon 


newspapers, networks, anti-war 
protesters, college students.and 
others who displease the Nixon 
administration. 


His travels in plush Air Force 


jets are financed, in part, by the 
victims of his bombast — at 
least by those who pay their 
taxes. 
For 
unlike 
his 


predecessors, Agnew soaks the 
taxpayers for all but strictly 
partisan trips. 


If he addresses an all- 


Republican audience or fund- 
raising event, he usually bills 
the GOP. But if there are a few 
Democrats or independents in 
the crowd, he considers it of- 
ficial business. 


His attack upon the TV net- 


works in Des Moines, for 
example, was charged to the 
Republican National Com- 
mittee. This was one of Agnew's 
fund-raising efforts, his office 
explained. But his denunciation 
of newspapers in Montgomery, 
Ala., was delivered at the 
taxpayers' expense. The dif- 
ference, pointed out by his of- 
fice, was that Democrats were 
present in Alabama.

SPIRO THE TERRIBLE 


The truth is that almost all 


Agnew's speeches are political. 
President Nixon has unleashed 
Spiro the Terible to stir up the 
voters. Agnew's attacks are 
carefully calculated to exploit 
the deep frustrations of the 
silent majority, so they will vote 
Republican in November. 


Agnew's government-paid 


trips are in stark contrast to 
those of ex-Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey who billed 
the U. S. Treasury only for vice 
presidential missions. He in- 
variably got the sponsors to pay 
for his other appearances, or 
paid the expenses out of his own 
pocket.

Polarization, which is a handy modern word to describe the 
situation in which various groups about the country are mighty set 
in their opinions and unwilling to listen to any of the others, is 
nothing new; but greater numbers of persons are involved these 
days And it’s not a healthy situation. No one group has a monopoly 
on all truth. 


Further than that, convictions themselves melt away before 
oncoming events. Back before World War II, a group of earnest 
young scholars in England took the Oxford Pledge, pledged that 
they would take no part in any future wars, would never fight for 
King or country. Then came madman Hitler, sending his ruthless 
panzer divisions across Europe and the death-dealing Luftwaffe 
over the cities of Britain The pledges were forgotten. 


At the University of California this week, young scientists were 
pledging that they would take no part in war-allied research In the 
light of what more and more persons in this country regard as 
mistaken and hopeless commitment of American men to hardship 
and death in Southeast Asia, those pledges may seem justified. But 
in the light of the Hitler experience, war research may well be 
justified even if the fighting in Vietnam. Laos and Cambodia is not. 


So it is, too, with political parties and politicians Republican 
Vice President Spiro Agnew is hardly regarded as an exponent of 
civil rights But there was no uncertainty.no weakness in his 
denunciation of all the anti-desegregation mob that overturned a 
school bus at Lamar High School in South Carolina. Such actions 
will not be tolerated, he declared And he declared further that this 
administration is determined that black children will get as good 
an education as white children 


If we think that Democrats are always right and Republicans 
never speak truth, or vice versa, we will make some short-sighted 
decisions By the same token, even the Eldridge Cleavers and the 
Tom Haydens should be listened to — despite the fact they are not 
very good at listening to anyone else. We would do well to pay some 
attention to Robert Welch, too. Even a Bircher can’t always be 
wrong 


The truth of the matter is, we individually, and the nation as a 
whole will be best served if we remain continually on the alert, if we 
continually review the problems before us in the light of new cir­ 
cumstances as they come to light. That, of course, is not easy. But it 
is the price a free people must pay to remain free.

dollars from Uncle Sam for 
keeping their land idle and in 
other farm subsidies, 
Most reformers would like to 
limit the annual farm payments 
to no more than $20,000 for one 
farmer But this column’s in­ 
vestigation shows that Frick, in 
1968. collected $88,684 in various 
cotton and sugar beet subsidies 
cm his 2,175-acre Kenmar Farms 
near Arvin, Calif. 
In 1969. he pocketed another

Frick has now put his farm 
holdings in trust to avoid con­

AGNEW S STYLE 
Vice President Spiro Agnew 
has been flying in grand style 
around the country to launch his 
blunderbuss 
attacks 
upon 
newspapers, networks, anti-war 
protesters, college students,and 
others who displease the Nixon 
administration. 
His travels in plush Air Force 
jets are financed, in part, by the 
victims of his bombast — at 
least by those who pay their 
taxes. 
For 
unlike 
his 
predecessors, Agnew soaks the 
taxpayers for all but strictly 
partisan trips 
If 
he 
addresses 
an 
all- 
Republican audience or fund­ 
raising event, he usually bills 
the GOP. But if there are a few 
Democrats or independents in 
the crowd, he considers it of­ 
ficial business. 
His attack upon the TV net­ 
works in Des Moines,

example, was charged to the

mittee. This was one of Agnew s 
fund-raising efforts, his office 
explained.

SPIRO THE TERRIBLE 
The truth is that almost all 
Agnew’s speeches are political. 
President Nixon has unleashed 
Spiro the Terible to stir up the 
voters. 
Agnew’s attacks are 
carefully calculated to exploit 
the deep frustrations of the 
silent majority, so they will vote 
Republican in November. 
Agnew’s 
government-paid 
trips are in stark contrast to 
those of ex-Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey who billed 
the U. S. Treasury only for vice 
presidential missions. 
He in­ 
variably got the sponsors to pay 
for his other appearances, or 
paid the expenses out of his own 
pocket. 
This became such a financial 
hardship that President Lyndon 
Johnson urged him to charge off 
more trips to the Democratic 
National Committee. Humphrey 
accepted this offer, then LBJ 
complained about the expense 
when the bills came in.

To 
accomm odate his large en­ 
tourage, he sometimes leaves 
his small Jetstar on the ground 
and orders a huge Air Force C-

Whenever he 
sounds off on his own, he still 
tends to poke his foot in his 
mouth. His complaint that “too 
many people are being admitted 
to college,” for example, has 
caused a 
backfire from his 
admirers who favor higher 
education for others than the 
elite.

Scrap Steel Price Rising

NEW YORK (AP) - Speaking 
of inflation, have you noticed 
that the price of good scrap steel 
is rising like the mercury on a 
spring morning*? 
Prices now are at their highest 
in several years, following a $4 
increase this week to $49.50 a ton 
at Pittsburgh for the best heavy 
melting scrap. Earlier this 


month, the price was down 
around $40.50. 
An assortment of factors 
created the situation. To un­ 
derstand it, however, one has to 
realize that scrap is not junk.

To the nurs­ 
es who signed 
this 
l e t t e r , 
Dr. Ooleman 
may I reiter­ 
ate that which 
I have said so often. You are 
a vast group of dedicated hu­ 
man beings who play one of 
the most vital roles in the 
total recovery of our patients. 
The health team could not ex­ 
ist without your contributions 
to the physical and emotional 
needs of our patients. 
It has always been a source 
of wonder to me that nurses 
can serve so many different 
functions 
in 
the 
complex 
world of the hospitalized pa­ 
tient. In addition to supplying 
the medical needs, the nurse 
with dignity becomes a part- 
time 
cook, 
masseuse, 
bed- 
maker, bath-giver and floral 
decorator. Far too often, these 
services are taken for granted 
by patients who. in their own 
anxiety, believe that they and 
only they are the nurse's only 
responsibility. 
Unfortunately, 
anger 
and 
hostility are far too often di­ 
rected towards the nurse be­ 
cause of impatience and irri­ 
tability of a demanding pa­ 
tient. 
The 
Florence 
Nightingale 
oath 
states: 
"I 
solemnly 
pledge myself before God and 
in the presence of this assem­ 
bly, to pass my life in purity 


and to practice my professior 
faithfully. I will abstain from 
whatever is deleterious and 
mischievous, and will not take 
or knowingly administer any 
harmful drug. I will do all in 
my power to elevate the stand­ 
ard of my profession, and I 
will 
hold in confidence all 
matters 
committed 
to 
my 
keeping, and all family af­ 
fairs coming to my knowledge 
in the practice of my calling. 
With loyalty will I endeavor 
to aid the physician in his 
work and devote myself to 
the welfare of those commit­ 
ted to my care." 
This 
oath, 
originated 
by 
Florence 
Nightingale. 
the 
English nurse who lived be­ 
tween 1820 and 1910, is a re­ 
markable document that has 
survived newer changes in the 
practical and in the social as­ 
pects of medicine of which 
nursing is such an integral 
part. 
This pledge and the Oath of 
Hippocrates 
truly 
represent 
the pedestal of the architec­ 
ture upon which all of modem 
medicine is based. 
It is remarkable how solidly 
and how substantially both of 
these pledges have been ad­ 
hered to, making the practice 
of nursing and medicine one 
of the great factors in modem 
society.

London's 
Church 
Hours

LONDON (AP) - Most City of 


London churches keep com- 
muters' hours. They open their 
doors at 8:30 a.m. and close 
around 6. Only a few offer 
Sunday worship. 


The fact that nearly half a 


million daily commuters flock 
into the City, London's financial 
district, explains the odd 
situation. A mere 3,500 sleep 
nights in the square mile of 
banks and finance houses. 


Back before the Great Fire of 


1666, when the City was all of 
London, it had 103 parish 
churches and the population to 
fill them. The Great Fire 
reduced the number to less than 
SO and the Nazi blitz of World 
War H brought the figure down 
again to 37. 


Today the Rev. A. J. Drewett, 


the curiously titled rural dean of 
the City of London and chaplain 
to the lord mayor, has barely ISO 
people living in his parish of St. 
Mary Lothbury, tucked away 
behind the massive Bank of 
England. Yet something like 
50,000 work in it by day. 


Across the street and just 


behind 
the 
lord mayor's 


residence, the Mansion House, 
the Rev. Chad Varan of St. 
Stephen Walbrook commutes to 
work like many of the City 
clergy. He has only 25 resident 
parishioners, though thousands 
commute daily to Bucklebury 
House, London's second biggest 
office building. 


With their parishes gone new 


tasks had to be found for the City 
churches remaining. Those 
beyond repair as a result of war 
damage were sold off for 
building sites. The blackened 
stones of St. Mary Alder- 
manbury, destroyed by fire 
bombs, were transported bodily 
to Fulton, Mo., to make Chur- 
chill memorial chapel 
at 


Westminster College. 


Parliament agreed that 23 of 


the 37 remaining should con- 
tinue as Parish churches with 
extended scope, while the rest 
were redesignated as guild 
churches. 


The difference is mainly

LONDON (AP) — Most City of 
London churches keep com­ 
m uters’ hours. They open their 
doors at 8:30 a.m. and close 
around 6. Only a few offer 
Sunday worship. 
The fact that nearly half a 
million daily commuters flock 
into the City, London’s financial 
d istrict, 
explains 
the 
odd 
situation. A mere 3,500 sleep 
nights in the square mile erf 
banks and finance houses. 
Back before the Great Fire of 
1666, when the City was all of 
London, it had 103 parish 
churches and the population to 
fill them . The G reat F ire 
reduced the number to less than 
50 and the Nazi blitz of World 
War II brought the figure down 
again to 37. 
Today the Rev. A. J. Drewett, 
the curiously titled rural dean of 
the City of London and chaplain 
to the lord mayor, has barely 150 
people living in his parish of St. 
Mary Lothbury, tucked away 
behind the massive Bank of 
England. Yet something like 
50,000 work in it by day. 
Across the street and just 
behind 
the 
lord 
m ay o r’s 
residence, the Mansion House, 
the Rev. Chad Varah of St. 
Stephen Walbrook commutes to 
work like many of the City 
clergy. He has only 25 resident 
parishioners, though thousands 
commute daily to Bucklebury 
House, London’s second biggest 
office building. 
With their parishes gone new 
tasks had to be found for the City 
churches rem aining. Those 
beyond repair as a result of war 
dam age w ere sold off for 
building sites. The blackened 
stones of St. M ary Alder- 
m anbury, 
destroyed 
by 
fire 
bombs, were transported bodily 
to Fulton, Mo., to make Chur­ 
chill 
m em orial 
chapel 
at 
W estminster College. 
Parliam ent agreed that 23 of 
the 37 remaining should con­ 
tinue as Parish churches with 
extended scope, while the rest 
w ere redesignated as guild 
churches. 
The difference is m ainly 
technical.

Cases On Pollution 
To Be Reviewed 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - The Army 
orp« of Engineers allows 
early SO million tons of polluted 
solid waste to be dumped into 
[the nation's coastal waters each 
'year without either supervision 
or regard for its effect on sea 
life 


This is the essence of a private 


staff memorandum prepared for 
the Senate Public Works 
Committee, 
which 
opens 


hearings Thursday on the en- 
vironmental effects of offshore 
dumping. 


The memo charges that "no 


instance could be found where 
the Corps of Engineers had 
rescinded a disposal permit, 
even though there had been past 
infractions 
of 
disposal 


procedures." 


The Corps has the authority to 


grant offshore dumping licenses 


under the Riven and Harbors 
Act of law. Theoretically, the 
permits are granted with both 
the 
environmental 
and 


navigational impact considered. 


But in practice, the memo 


says. 
the 
Corps 
has 
acknowledged that only the 
navigation angle is considered. 


A 
national 
survey 
has 


revealed "that very few ap- 
plications are denied, even 
though in some cases strong 
disapproval of the proposed 
operation has been voiced by 
conservation agencies," the 
memo further states. 


"In several cases," it adds, 


"the survey disclosed on-going 
disposal operations of a sizable 
nature of which the Corps has no 
knowledge. 


"The survey revealed that on- 


going monitoring of dumping is 
non-existent."

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Lead-Free Gasoline 
Legislative Summary 


Is Desirable Now 


By DOUG WILLIS 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) 
— 


Nationwide leaders of the 
automobile and petroleum in- 
dustries have told an an- 
tipollution conference they are 
in general agreement that lead- 
free gasoline is both desirable 
and possible. 


The unanswered question at 


the opening Wednesday of the 
two-day hearing was when? And 
there was marked disagreement 
on how it would affect consumer 
Docketbooks. 


* Views of the two industries 
were expressed at a special 
meeting of the California Air 
Resources Board, called by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan in conjunction 
with a bill before the state 
legislature that would outlaw 
leaded gasoline in the state by 
1973. 


Leaded gasoline — generally 


known as "ethyl" — has 
tetraethyl lead added so the fuel 
burns more efficiently and with 
more power. Even "regular" 
gas usually has some lead ad- 
ded. 


About half of today's cars, the 


board was told, require high 
octane, leaded fuel. Although 
the number of such vehicles 
should drop as the years pass, it 
is expected they will be a 
significant factor on the roads 
until at least I960. 


President Fred L. Hartley of 


Union Oil Co., of California said 
the industry could provide lead- 
free gasoline at little extra cost 
to wholesalers. 


But spokesmen for Shell Oil 


Co. and Atlantic-Richfield, who 
said they will introduce a lead- 
free fuel in their stations this 
fall, estimated the cost of total 
conversion of their distribution 


system to lead-free fuels at 
between $5 billion and $7.5 
billion. 


They declined to say how 


much this conversion cost would 
boost the price of leadless gas. 
This caused board members to 
speculate that the owner of a car 
capable of using lead-free fuel 
might be tempted to buy a lower 
cost leaded gas, this removing 
the clean-air potential of the car. 


The heads of the auto industry 


earlier told the conference they 
are ready to produce autos this 
fall to run on lead-free gasolines. 


GM and American Motors 


announced all of their 1971 
models will be ready for lead- 
free gasolines. Chrysler an- 
nounced that 93 per cent of its 
1971 line will be capable of lead- 
free gasolines sometime during 
the 1971 model year. 


GM President Edward Cole 


added that minor adjustments in 
the ignition system will allow 
almost any GM car now on the 
road to run on lead-free 
gasolines. 


Lead compounds are blamed 


for about 80 per cent of the 
visible smog produced by autos 
and are named by many doctors 
as the worst possible hazard 
from auto fumes. 


Manufacturers of the lead 


additives contested the health 
evaluation and accused the auto 
industry of trying to shift the 
burden of pollution control to 
someone else. 


"Our own work and our study 


of all published data lead us to 
the conclusion that there is no 
evidence that lead in the at- 
mosphere has reached.. . levels 
detrimental to health," said 
David 
H. 
Dawson, 
vice 


president of DuPont, one ad- 
ditive maker. 


Plain Of Jars' Drive 
Could Pose Challenge 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) — A 


North Vietnamese drive west 
and south from the Plain of Jars 
would pose a fundamental 
challenge to President Nixon's 
doctrine of minimum U.S. in- 
volvement in Asia. 


This view is held by many 


Americans 
and 
Western 


diplomats in Vientiane as well 
as by Laotian government of- 
ficials. 
However, it is by no 


means certain that the North 
Vietnamese will go much far- 
ther. They have paused to bring 
up supplies after sweeping 
unchecked through the Plain of 
Jars almost 
to the Sala 


Phoukhoune crossroads on the 
Vientiane-Luang Prabang high- 
way. 


One thing has been proved: 


U.S. air power as employed so 


far is not enough to stop the 
North Vietnamese in Laos. 


American fighter-bombers fly 


daily raids in an attempt to cut 
the roads and slow down the 
enemy offensive, aided on 
several occasions by the U.S. 
B52 bombers. 


The B52s for months have 


been attacking the North 
Vietnamese traffic to South 
Vietnam along the Ho Chi 
Minh trail down eastern Laos, 
but some diplomats consider use 
of America's biggest bombers in 
the Plain of Jars area as an 
escalation of American military 
involvement in Laos. 


Before the North Vietnamese 


and their Pathet Lao allies 
launched their offensive, their 
prime objective was believed to 
be the Plain of Jars.
